HUNDREDS RILLED OR HURT 


TIIE EFFECTS OF SEVERAL

JoHANNESBTTHQ.South Africa,Feb. 20.— 


What is probably the most terrific and de- 
structive explosion of dynamite on record 
in any part of the world occurred in a 
suburb of this place last evening. 


Thousands of persons have been, ren- 


dered homeless by the terrible calamity, 
more than a hundred people are probably 
killed outright, forty dead bodies 'have 
been found without search already and 
hundreds of men, women and children are 
maimed and terribly hurt. 


News of the awful accident is yet 


meager, but particulars so far as received 
are as follows: 


At Biedendorp, a suburb of this city, 


there is a railroad depot where cars con- 
taining miners' supplies are loaded and 
unloaded. This is a very thickly inhabited 
community, made up principally of poorer 
white classes, Malays, Kaffirs and China- 
men. 


While workmen were unloading a dyna- 


mite car last evening, with several others 
loaded with the same dangerous material 
near at hand, one case exploded and the 
whole of the dynamite in all the cars was 
exploded. 


Therrsultof the terrific concussion is 


almost beyond description. The ground 
for miles around was convulsed as if there 
were an earthquake. 
Houses jwithin a 


half mile of the explosion rocked and 
fell in ruins, and not a whole window was 
left for miles around. 


Masses of iron, wood, stone and human 


remains were hurled skyward 
in 
a 


perfect cyclone of debris. 


A hole was torn in the ground 200 feet 


long, 30 feet deep and a hundred feet wide. 
Probably the best idea of the 
force 


of the 
explosion can 
be 
gathered 


from the fact that the iron axle trucks 
upon which the dynamite car was loaded 
were driven twenty feet into the hard 
ground. 


Tbe whole neighboring portion of the 


city was blown to pieces and nothing 
within a radius of half a mile but what 
was crushed. Even brick and stone work 
was broken at this distance. 


The scenes of death arc sickening. The 


headquarters of the Wanderers club arc 
used as a morgue. In the gaily decorated 
club rooms are horrible lines of member- 
less, blackened trunks of human bodies, 
rows of charrtd arms, legs, crushed and 
burned heads, hands, feet nnd pieces of 
flesh tied up in bags, the whole presenting 
a sight as bloodcurdling as was ever wit- 
nessed in this part of the world. 


How the explosion occurred is not 


known but the belief prevails that a 
thieving Kaffir found his way into the 
car and was trying to break open one of 
the cas,os of explosives. 
Ignorance of 


what it contained brought about the 
disaster. 


Another account says: The explosion 


of dynamite at Biedendorp last evening 
was more disastrous than at first be- 
lieved. Eight railway cars loaded with 
dynamite were being switched from one 
track to another when the explosion took 
place. The spot where the dynamite ex- 
ploded has a hole thirty feet deep in the 
ground. The number of persons killed 
cannot yet be even estimated. 
Forty 


bodies have been found, and search is only 
just beginning. Two hundred injured 
persons have been taken to hospitals, 
where several of them have died. Com- 
paratively few white persons were killed. 


A popular subscription in Johannesburg 


has already reached f300,000 and will 
amount to half a million before night.

Officer Ilisor. Ttiey reached Cheshu o Just 
about in time to meet the 5 22 train from 
Pittsiield, which lioro Sheriff. Wood and 
Fii>h of tbat city. 
Almost immediately 


the posse began o;:erations. calling on 
Patrick Shea, Daniel Mcrey and Mrs. 
Kate Neagle. 


At Shea's they found an oper. bir witii 


complete furnishings, a hogshead of a'o. 
bottled lager and all immense quantity of 
liquors, wines, etc. At Moray's there was 
an open bar and he was provided with live 
barrels of ale ard a quantity of liquors 
and wines. Mrs. Neagle's place jielded 
only a supply of liquor. 


The seized liquors were all tiken to 


Adams and stored, and this morning 
Morey and Mrs. Neaglo had a, hearing be- 
fore Judge Bixby in the district court at 
Adams. They both pleaded guilty but 
through their counsel, had the cases con- 
tinued until Tuesday. 
Shea was not 


brought in. 


The raid is a source of gratification to 


the best people of Cheshire, who had al- 
most come to consider that there was no 
remedy for the liquor evil there.

The universal rejoicing over the superb 
redit of the Vnited States, as illustrated 
ly the success of the popular loan, is 
bared in by Republicans and Democrats 
Jike anil is doing much to revive confl- 
lence In the business world. But the sur- 
prising t hing about it is that there ever 
ihould have been distrust of our national 
redit in times of peace, when in times of 
nost disastrous war our country was able 
x> negot late loans of thousands of millions 
md still maintain an almost unimparied 
credit. 


The temporary distrust can be accounted 


for only by the difference in the adminis- 
trations of those days and these, and when 
this is \>oipe in mind the distrust is not so 
lurprising. This difference is very point- 
edly and forcibly presented by The San 
Francisco Argonaut when, in speaking of 
how the credit of the country has been 
impaired under Democratic rule, it sayi 
that party "has paid as high as five per 
cent, for money, a rate which is exacted 
only from semi-civilized and semi-bank- 
rupt countries like Turkey or Ecuador;

The fallowing dispatch sent out from 


Morristown, N. J.,» day or two ago, is of 
local interest, as there Is little doubt that 
the victim of the accident described is 
Henry L. Conway, formerly of this city, 
where he was familiarly known as "Law- 
yer" Conway.

when he left North Adams he moved to 
Morristown, but whether it was Morris- 
town, N. J., or Morristown, N. Y., is not 
so distinctly recalled. The description of 
the man, however, is such as to lead 
to the conclusion that the "Judge" 
Conway spoken of is none other than 
"Lawyer" Conway whose imposing figure 
was for some years so familiar in our 
streets. The dispatch says: 
" "Judge" Henry L. Conway is confined 


to his house with a broken nose and num- 
erous bruises,and aches, the result of roll- 
ing 75 feet down the steep hill between 
Clinton street and Bpeedwell avenue on 
Saturday morning. 
" "Judge" Conway weighs 375 pounds, 


and is nearly 60 years old, he is very ac- 
tive, and his rotund figure is a familiar 
sight on Morristown streets in all sorts of 
weather. 


• "On Saturday he started to go down 
town to his son's saloon on Speedwell 
avenue. The path across the hill was 
covered with ice, and be slipped just as 
the top was reached, breaking his nose 
and stunning himself in the fall. 


"In this condition ho rolled to the foot 


of the hill, bringing up against a fence, 
which was wrecked, and knocking out 
two good teeth. 


"His son was summoned and managed 


to get the injured man home, where he is 
resting comfortably."

A Plan for Better Roads. 


We have always stood up and contended 


for better roads and for permanent im- 
provements instead of throwing away 
money in trying to patch up all the roads 
in town with a few hundred dollars. The 


following letter from the state highway 
commissioner has the right ring to it, and 
it applies to otber towns besides Reads- 
bpro. The idea of electing a road commis- 
sioner for three yean is a good one. After 
the right man has been secured he should 
be kept la office long enough to curry out 
his ideas of road building—and If he hasn't 
any ideas we don't want him. But when 
a town secures a good man, three years is 
none too long to keep him in office. The 
letter is as follows: 


"In the interests of highway improve- 


ment the state commission desires to call 
attention at this time to the desirability of 
towns re-electing road commissioners 
where such officials have given satisfac- 
tion in their work, and proved themselves 
competent to fill tho positions. 


The custom of passing this office around, 


or electing a new man each year, is ex- 
pensive for the towns and tends to greatly 
retard the progress of road improvement. 
A town can ill afford to lose the experience 
which a capable commissioner has ac- 
quired. Experience should be considered 
as valuable an acquisition in road building 
as in any other line of work, and the 
sooner the idea that any man can build 
roads ceases to prevail the more rapidly 
will the highway system of this state be 
brought into propercondition. Thousands 
of dollars are annually wasted in Vermont 
while new men are experimenting with 
the roads. 


A provision of the law of 1834, allows 


towns so desiring to elect a road commis- 
sioner lOr three years, but in order to take 
advantage of this provision, it is necessary 
that a vote to that effect be taken when 
the commissioner is elected. This was 
not clearly understood lost year. 


It frequently happens that a commis- 


sioner is unable to undertake an import- 
ant piece of work because the money or 
time available during a single season will 
not suffice to complete it. Were he as- 
sured of his office for three years this 
would become possible and he could plan 
his work accordingly. If the town gen- 
erally took advantage of this act, it would 
greatly increase the amount of permanent 
work on the highways."

S. Wood- 
hniner, representative of the First Con- 
gregational church, of which Dr. Brown 
is pastor, before the council, was appointed 
judge advocate when the council had been 
convened. 
Tlio eoimnlltee of charges 


represented that four charges had beon 
preferred against Dr. Brown by Sarah 13. 
Cooper, assistant pastor of the church, 
and by her daughter, Htittie Cooper, 


The charges, of which proof was prom- 


ised by those mailing them, are as foUows: 


First—That the letters were written aa 


alleged by Mibs Overman, of which Dr. 
Uruwn wns compromised, art) genuine. 


Second—That Dr. Brown, in his asso- 


ciations vfltli Mrs. Albertino Stockton, 
was uuminUteriul in his conduct. 


Third—That i)r. Urown had been guilty 


of intimidation toward Mrs. Lena Blanch- 
nrd, a non-church member, who voted 
against Brown at a reoent congregational 
meeting, when resolutions of confidence 
In the pastor were introduced. 


Fourth—That Dr. ISrown was concerned 


Iu a concerned in a conspiracy with Miss 
Overman to spirit Mrs. Tunnel away, so 
that she could not testify against him be- 
fore the council. 


S«ouutlnrjr Charge! 


Were also introduced, charging Dr, Brown 
with adultery with Miss Overman; con- 
duct prejudicial to the church iu paying 
t&OJ to Mrs. Davidson to avoid exposure of 
his alleged liason with Miss Overman; | 
conduct unbecoming to a minister in 
recommendation oC Mrs. Davidson as an 
exemplary Christian woman after the date 
on which lie paid her tho sum of $51)0. 


Botli reports were accepted and. entered 


as records of the council. Letters from 
Mrs. Cooper and daughter were also read. 
These communications merely reiterated 
the charges which hud been formally pre- 
ferred against Brown. Dr. Brown asked 
that references to Miss Overman in the 
letters bo stricken from the records as be- 
ing unjust and damaging to that young 
Woman by their utterances. 


The judge advocate said he could not go

Ho is 
a professional all-round crook, and con- 
sidered one of the best "workers" iu tlu 
country. 


Dolloss was arrested in this city on Dec. 


2b, 1881, by Inspectors Houghton, Cier- 
raughty and Knox. The charge, was lijjr- 
glury. It, was alleged that ho entered sev- 
tral dwellings in Cambridge and Brook- 
line, and a strong case was weaved. On 
March 21. ISiS, he was convicted in Cam- 
bridge, and sentenced on three counts for 
breaking and entering at Cambridge. Ho 
got three years ou two counts and two 
years on a third count, making eight; 
years in nil. 


He was discharged from the state prison 


on Nov. :'.<J, 1888. having uu allowance tor 
good behavior given him. 


Since Dolloss' release from the. state 


prison he ha-, beyn a wanderer. JTo Iris 
traveled from the Ailantic to the Paeiiic 
ocean, and according to the police has 
kept at his profession. 


In police parlance he is known as a 


"strong-arm man," having powerful mus- 
cles and plenty of nerve. Whenever ;'.r- 
restod a revolver lias been found on him, 
and extreme precaution has been taken in 
each caso agunsb resist tinco, tor the offi- 
cers know him to be ttdesperato e^ararrcr, 
who would fight hard to escape imprison- 
ment. 


Stevens Is a clean-looking fellow, iii the 


parlance of the police, and one would tnko 
him for a "drummer."
